under the eighteenth am end­ 
ment and b y the vast sums that 
are poured into the hands of 
criminal classes b y the patronage 
of illicit liquor b y otherwise 
responsib le citizens, yet this 
is 
b ut one segment of our prob lem.” 
He explained that he cited the 
extent of murder, b urglary, rob ­ 
b ery, forgery and emb ezzlement 
b ecause only a small percentage 
of these could b e attrib uted to 
the eighteenth amendment, and 
he assorted that of 
the total 
numb er of convictions for felony 
last year less than eight per cent 
came from the source of the dry 
law.

WHEN A SHIP IS LAID UP. 
There is always something rather m elan­ 
choly about the sight of a ship going out of com­ 
mission. 
This is especially true of a warship. 
Built for adv enture and distant seas, such v essels 
go to their'last anchorage regretfully, as it were, 
unwilling to adm it tha t their brav e days of activ ­ 
ity are ov er. 
The 
decommissioning of the 
presidential 
yacht Mayflower stirs q uite a few old memories. 
This ship, placed on the shelf in the interests of 
economy by President Hoov er, was a regular ship 
of the nav y, be it noted. It was m anned by reg­ 
ular bluejackets and officers, and it had played 
its part in tim e of war. 
Built in 1806 by a Scotch firm for a wealthy 
American yachtm an, the Mayflower was bought 
in the w inter of 19 28 by the Nav y D epartm ent, 
when it became ev ident tha t war with Spain was 
inev itable and a host of auxiliary ships were 
needed badly. 
: 
The nav y promptly m ounted a set of rapid 
fire guns on the gleaming ex-yacht, installed a 
nav al crew, and sent the v essel to Cuba. 
For a 
tim e the Mayflower serv ed as dispatch boat with 
the sq uadron that was blockading. 
This serv ice, 
while not particularly spectacular, was both im ­ 
portant and arduous, and before it was ov er the 
Mayflower had 
assisted in the capture of 
the 
Spanish steam er Santiago Apostol. 


The Mayflower was also present at Cien- 
fueges when tha t town was taken by the Ameri­ 
cans, and later 
w ent to duty in Porto 
Rican 
waters. 
It was in 1002 tha t the Mayflower be­ 
came a presidential yacht, by order of President 
Roosev elt. 
From tha t tim e on the ship’s duties 
were of a cerem onial nature. 
Each succeeding 
president m ade use of it; many were the dis­ 
tinguished men who trod its decks. 


Now the Mayflower is laid up in the Phila­ 
delphia nav y yard. 
Her crew is scattered among 
the fleet. 
One more nav al v essel has ended its 
career. 


ESCAPING FROM MONOTOMY. 
A New York colum nist rem arks tha t one of 
the most interesting features of the metropolis is 
the presence of a great num ber of elderly women 
who liv e by themselv es in single hotel rooms and, 
by the purchase of a few pots, a couple of potted 
plants and the like, m anage to giv e Broadway a 
touch of Main street atm osphere. 
These women are usually widows who liv ed 
in small towns and who, in their autum n years, 
mov ed to New York, alone and unacq uainted, to 
get a taste of big city life. 
Usually they hav e 
enough money to do it w ithout skimping, al­ 
though they are seldom really wealthy. 
Many of them , according to the 
columnist, 
spend most of their tim e sitting by their hotel 
windows and w atching the crowds on the streets 
below. 
At 
their feet drowse their cats; on the 
window sill arc a couple of potted geraniums. 
Thus they finish their days — enjoying life to the 
full simply w atching the busy whirl of the city. 
There is som ething rather appealing about 
these women. 
Their activ ities sound so wistful, 
somehow; it is so easy, from the way in which 
they .spend their old age, to picture the kind of 
life they hav e led. 
One sees them — patient, busy housewiv es in 
small towns, liv ing their liv es through amid n a r­ 
row horizons, suppressing their longing to see 
and enjoy the outside world, giv ing themselv es 
dutifully to 
husbands and children, 
drudging 
away in uncom plaining fashion for years — and 
then, at last, finding leisure and enough money 
to enable them to get away. 
They go straight to New York. Once there, 
they cannot^oin in the gay whirl.- They are out 
of it. 
But they can w atch it; so they sit by their 
win do ^s, drinking to the full the strange sights 
and activ ities of the city, making up in a few 
m onths for the long monotony of being hemmed 
in in a small town. 
They arc appealing figures, somehow. Here’s 
hoping tha t ail cf them enjoy their New York 
existence to the full.

ASHINGTON— One 
may rea­ 
sonably suspect, without being 
able to prov e, that President Hoo­ 
v er whispered something in Secre­ 
tary of State Stimson’s ear con­ 
cerning the decision about the so­ 
cial status of Mrs. Dolly Curtis 
Gann. 
The chances are that poor 
Stimson actually asked for a hint 
of the presidential attitude. 
Certainly the president would 
hav e handled the thing in no other 
way . He has nev er indicated that 
he took the rules and regulations 
of the Washington social racket 
v ery seriously , but has a distinct 
horror of any thing that might 
make his administration 
appear 
ridiculous. 
Facing threats that 
the 
Gann 
case 
might ev en be 
threshed out on the floor of Con­ 
gress, Hoov er was just the kind 
of president to decide that the 
gov ernment ought 
definitely to 
keep out of social squabbles. 
When all the diplomats in town 
pegan to hold serious meetings in 
Rn attempt to decide or find out 
where the v ice president’s sister 
ought to be seated at dinner, the 
question became 
more 
than 
of 
enough public interest to merit 
presidential attention. 


An Embarrassing J ob 
. The State Department is now re­ 
liev ed of an embarrassing job, not 
only as to the Curtis-Gann case, 
but in future complications 
It 
will make no more decisions about 
seating lists inv olv ing American 
officials and their wiv es or their 
hostesses. 
In all probability this 
will mean that the diplomats and 
other official entertainers will ob­ 
serv e 
the 
present 
status quo, 
which will be presented herewith 
in brief outline. 
The 
Stale 
Department 
had 
passed the buck before, but nev er 
abandoned its willingness to ar­ 
range seatiRg lists for Washing­ 
ton 
hostesses. 
But 
momentous 
quc tiens 
hav e 
remained 
un­ 


settled, such as whether the su­ 
preme court outranks the diplo­ 
matic corps and whether a cabinet 
wife is as socially important as a 
senator’s wife. 
Once at a judiciary reception at 
the White House the Justices 
learned that the corps was to 
march In line before them and 
simply refused to come, though 
the reception was for them. One 
time .later, when the judges were 
parked in front .of the diplomats 
at memorial exercises in the Capi­ 
tol, the dean of the corps protest­ 
ed to President Wilson. Now*, at 
such functions, they are placed 
side by side and hostesses don’t 
inv ite them to the same parties. 
The cabinet and senate wiv es 
hav e worked out a semi-compro­ 
mise whereby the former make 
tlie first calls, but with their hus­ 
bands precede the^senators and 
their wiv es at dinner. 
These are the main items in the' 
Washington precedence 
system; 
which 
remain . unsettled, 
but 
there hav e been many bitter prece-- 
dence struggles in the past, some’ 
of which req uired years for solu­ 
tion, dating back more than 100 
years. Joe Cannon fought for his 
social rank as speaker of the 
House and for a while refused to; 
attend any dinner where he wasn’t 
seated as he thought he should be. 
Today the speaker precedes both 
cabinet and Senate. 
The • v ice president * precedes 
ev eryone at all times, except the 
president; he is regarded as the. 
personal social representativ e of 
the president at many functions.' 
Curtis will usually be found going 
into dinner on the arm of hio 
hostess while Mrs. Gann will com­ 
monly be on the arm of the host. 
All sets of society, official, diplo­ 
matic and unofficial, are supposed 
to call on the v ice president— 
which means on his wife or host­ 
ess. 
She can’t return so many 
calls, so she generally throws a 
couple of large receptions each 
.season. 
Mrs. Gann probably will 
liv e up to this custom.

HEAVIEST LOSS WAS 


AT THE CASADY STORE 


Rcfobers Gain Entrance to Places 


by Climbing Over Roofs, Down , 


From Sky Lights 


, Rushville was again singled 
out by professional safe crack- 
ers. Saturday night some time, 
sa.fes in the E. R. Casady store 
and the 
99-Cent store were 


opened and robbed of their con- 
tents. The robberies were not 
discovered until the stores were 
opened for business this morn- 
ing. 


Ingress to the stores in each 


case was made in the same way, 
through the roof; The loot was 
. probably not as great as 
the 


thieves expected. In the Casady 
safe there was between $400 and 
$500 in checks and money. The 
checks were found on the. floor 
and the total loss 121 cash will 
probably be about $250 it was 
ibelieved. Mr. Casady was •. pro- 
tected by burglary insurance. 


At the 99-Cent store the haul 


was even less. The., big door to 
the iron safe was forced open 
and all the change that had 
been taken from the cash regis- 
ters was inside. It was estimated 
at $60. Some $700, the days re- 
ceipts, had been hidden in the 
store by Bert Mullin, one of the 
owners. This was not found. 


The thieves subtracted 
from 


their total profit by leaving a 
loaded automatic pistol near the 
99-Cent store safe. 
This was 


turned over to the police. The 
gun was of expensive make, a 
German luger, and contained 
.nine catridges. 


It was the theory of the local 


police that the 99-Cent 
store 


safe had been opened with a 
charge of nitroglycerine while 
the Casady store safe had been 
"jimmied" open. Papers, draw- 
ers, account sheets and 
books 


were scattered all over the office 
in the Casady store. 


At the 
99-Cent store 
the 


thieves had first attempted to 
get into the store by forcing the 
rear door. The latch to the OUD- 
er door on the 
alleyway was 


pried off but a 
second door 


blocked them off from the store 
proper. 


After a preliminary investiga- 


tion, John Kennedy cliief of po- 
lice, sent a call into the state 
bureau of criminal identification 
and one of the workers from this 
department is expected here tc 
assist in the case. 


The activities of the burglars 


were easily traced. Footprints on 
the painted roof over the build- 
ings showed how the thieves 
had climbe_d up at a low point in 
the blind alley at the rear of the 
Frank Wilson clothing store. US-

New York, April 22—(^—Presi- 


dent Hoover, in an earnest appeal 
to his fellow.citizens to observe 
the law, declared here today that 
lite and property in the TJnited_ 
States "are relatively more un- 
safe than in any other civilized 
country 7in the world." 


In his first address since his in- 


auguration, delivered at the an- 
nual luncheon of the Associated 
Press, the chief executive said he 
was wondering whether the time 
had not come "to realize that we 
are confronted with a national 
necessity of the first degree, that 
we are not suffering from . an 
ephemeral crime wave but from 
a subsidence of our foundations." 


"In order to dispel certain il- 


lusions in the public, mind on 
this subject," Mr., Hoover said, 
:-let me say at once that while 
violations of law have been in- 
creased by inclusion of crimes 
under the eighteenth amend- 
ment and by the vast sums that 
are poured into the. hands of 
criminal classes by the patronage 
of illicit liquor by otherwise 
responsible citizens, yet this is 
but one-segment of our problem." 


He explained that he cited the 


extent of murder, burglary, rob- 
bery, forgery and embezzlement 
because only a small percentage 
of these could be attributed 
to 


.e eighteenth amendment, and 


asserted that of. the .total 


Dumber, of convictions' for: felony 
last year, less than eight per cent 
came from the source of the dry 
law.

that law written in plain 'terms 
upon our statute books is not, in 
my-mind,, a debatable question. 
Law should be observed and 
must be enforce until it is re- 
pealed by the proper processes of 
our. democracy. The duty to en- 
force the laws rest upon every 
public official and the duty to 
obey it rests upon every citizen. 


"No individual has a, right to 


determine 
what law shall be 


obeyed'and what law shall not be 
enforced. If a law is wrong, its 
rigid enforcement is the surest 
guaranty of its repeal. If it is 
right, its enforcement is the 
quickest ^method of ^compelling 
respect for it. 


"I have seen statements pub- 


lished within a few days encour- 
aging citizens to defy a law be- 
cause that particular journal did 
not approve of'the law itself. I 
leave comment on such an atti- 
tude to any citizen with a sense 
of responsibiliy to his country." 


Addressing himself directly to 


the pubishers and editors whom 
he faced, the1 President said the 
press could play a dominant part, 
in resolving the basic question of 
the understanding, the 
ideals, 


the relationship of the individual 
citizen to the law itself. 


"It (the press) is almost final 


in is potency to arouse the inter- 
est and conscience of our people," 
he declared. "It can destroy their 
finer sensibilities or it can invig- 
orate them.. I am well 'aware that 
the great majority of our impor- 
tant journals day by day give 
support to these high ideals."

WHEN A SHIP IS LAID UP. 


There is always something rather melan- 


choly about the sight of a ship going out of com- 
mission. 
This is especially true of a warship. 


Built for adventure and distant seas, such vessels 
go to their'last anchorage regretfully, as it were, 
twilling to admit that their brave days of activ- 
ity are over. 


The decommissioning of the 
presidential 


yacht Mayflower stirs quite a few old memories. 
This ship, placed on the shelf hi the interests of 
economy by President Hoover, was a regular ship 
of the navy, be it noted. It was manned by reg- 
ular bluejackets and officers, and it had played 
its part in time of war. 
^ 


Built in 1896 by a Scotch firm for a wealthy 


American yachtman, the Mayflower was bought 
in the winter of 1928 by the Navy Department, 
When it became 'evident that war with Spain was 
inevitable and a host of auxiliary ships were 
.needed badly. 
j' 
The navy promptly mounted a set of rapid 


fire guns on the gleaming ex-yacht, installed a 
naval crew, and sent the vessel to Cuba. For a 
time the Mayflower served as dispatch boat with 
the squadron that was blockading. This service, 
while not particularly spectacular, was both im- 
portant and arduous, and before it was over the 
Mayflower had assisted in the capture of the 
Spanish steamer Santiago Apostol. 


The Mayflower was also present at Cien- 


fueges when that town was taken by the Ameri- 
cans, and later went to duty in Porto Rican 
•waters. It was in 1902 that the Mayflower be- 
came a, presidential yacht, by order of President 
Roosevelt. From that time on the ship's duties 
were of a ceremonial nature. Each succeeding 
president made use of it; many were the dis- 
tinguished men who trod its decks. 


Now the Mayflower is laid up in the Phila- 


delphia navy yard. Her crew is scattered among 
the fleet. One more naval vessel has ended its 
career. 


ESCAPING FROM MONOTOBIY. 


A New York columnist remarks that one of 


the most interesting features of the metropolis is 
the presence of a great number of elderly women 
who live by themselves in single hotel rooms and 
by the purchase of a few pots, a couple of potted 
plants and the like, manage to give Broadway a 
touch of Main street atmosphere. 


These women are usually widows who lived 


in small towns and who, in their autumn years 
moved to New York, alone and unacquainted, to 


. get a taste of big city life. 
Usually they have 


enough money to do .it without skimping, al- 
though they are seldom really wealthy. 


Many of them, according to the columnist 


spend most of their time sitting by their hotel 
windows and watching the crowds on the streets 
below. At their feet drowse their cats; on the 
window sill are a Couple of potted geraniums. 
Thus they finish their days — enjoying life to the 
full simply watching the busy whirl of the city. 


There is something rather appealing about 


these women. Their activities sound so wistful, 
somehow; it is so easy, from the way in which 
they ^pend their old age, to ^picture the kind of 
life they have led. 


One sees them — patient, busy housewives in 


small towns, living their lives through amid nar- 
row horizons, suppressing their longing to see 
and enjoy the outside world, giving themselves 
dutifully to husbands and children, drudging 
away in uncomplaining fashion for years — and 
then, at last, finding leisure and enough money 
to enable them to get away. 


They go straight to New York. Once there, 


they cannot ^"oin in the gay whirl. • They are out 
of it. But they can watch it; so they sit by their 
windows, drinking to the full the strange sights 
and activities of the city, making up in a few 
months for the long monotony of being hemmed 
in in a small town. 


They are appealing figures, somehow. Here's 


hoping that all of them enjoy their New York 
existence to the full.
